To  Superintendents,  Principals  and  Teachers: 

In  former  years,  premiums  were  offered  for  each  separate  piece  of 
school  work,  and  all  exhibits  of  the  same  class,  coming  from  all  the 
schools,  were  displayed  together.  For  the  1919  State  Fair,  all  the  work 
offered  by  a  school  was  displayed  as  a  unit,  each  school  was  given 
space  for  its  entire  display,  and  the  award  Vvas  made  upon  the  merits 
of  the  exhibit  of  each  school  as  a  whole.  The  new  plan  worked  well. 
It  will  be  continued  for  the  1920  State  Fair.  Exhibits  coming  from 
each  school  will  be  considered  in  seven  groups  as  follows : 

1.  Manual  Training,  including  Mechanical  Drawing. 

2.  Domestic  Science  and  Domestic  Art. 

3.  Natural  Science. 

4.  Art. 

5.  The  Humanities — History,  Languages  and  Mathematics. 

6.  Agriculture. 

7.  Student  Activities — Athletics  and  other  contests.    The  win- 

ning of  medals,  trophies  to  be  considered. 
Each  display  must  contain  exhibits  of  work  in  at  least  four  of  the 
seven  groups  in  order  to  enter  as  a  competitor  for  the  award. 

1.  Manual  Training  may  include  woodwork,  forge,  foundry, 
machine  shop,  patternmaking.  mechanical  drawing. 

2.  Domestic  Science  and  Domestic  Art  may  include  sewing, 
cooking,  home  decoration. 

'3.  Natural  Science  may  be  presented  through  note  books,  ex- 
periments, apparatus  made  by  the  students. 

4.  Art  may  include  free  hand,  crayon,  water  color,  designing, 
sketching. 

5.  Academic  subjects  may  be  presented  through  note  books, 
maps,  construction  work. 

6.  Agriculture  may  be  presented  through  note  books,  charts, 
experiments,  products  of  school  gardens,  products  of  farm  activities 
conducted  by  the  students.  Photographs  of  student  activities  in  agri- 
culture may  be  offered. 

7.  Student  activities  may  be  presented  through  evidence  of  ath- 
letic and  intellectual  contests,  medals,  trophies,  banners,  prizes. 

Photographs  may  be  offered  as  a  supplement  to  any  exhibit  under 
any  of  the  seven  groups. 

You  will  observe  by  reference  to  the  Table  of  Premiums  found 
on  a  subsequent  page  of  this  pamphlet  that  $70.00  is  the  first  premium. 
This  premium  of  $70.00  is  to  be  divided  into  seven  equal  parts  and 
applied  to  the  seven  dift'erent  groups  constituting  an  exhibit,  $10.00  to 
each  group.    The  minimum  first  premium  is  therefore  $40.00  since 
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at  least  four  of  the  seven  groups  must  receive  an  award;  it  may  be 
$50,00,  $60.00  or  $70.00  according  to  the  number  of  groups  of  work 
constituting  the  display. 

The  second  premium  is  $35.00  and  will  be  similarly  divided  into 
seven  equal  parts,  $5.00  for  each  group.  The  minimum  second 
premmm  is  therefore  $20.00;  it  may  be  $25.00,  $30.00  or  $35  00 
according  to  the  number  of  groups  of  work  constituting  the  display 

The  third  premium  is  $21.00  and  will  be  similarly  divided  into 
seven  parts,  $3.00  to  each  group.  The  minimum  third  premium  is 
therefore  $12.00;  it  may  be  $15.00,  $18.00  or  $21.00,  according  to  the 
number  of  groups  of  work  constituting  the  display. 

F.  G.  Blair,  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  has  been  ap- 
pointed Superintendent  of  the  Educational  Deixirtment  of  the  Illinois 
State  Fair.  A.  L.  Whittenberg  of  the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of 
1  ubhc  Instruction  will  have  immediate  charge  of  all  details  concerning 
the  Educational  Department,  and  will  assist  in  the  assignment  of  space 
to  the  exhibitors  and  in  the  arrangement  of  school  and  college  exhibits. 

RULES. 

1.  All  articles  must  be  entered  and  entry  cards  obtained  from  the 
General  Manager  before  space  will  be  assigned. 

2.  An  entry  fee  of  $2.00  will  be  required  for  each  exhibitor. 
Each  exhibitor  will  be  furnished  with  free  admission  to  the  fair  ground 
upon  payment  of  entry  fee.  ^ 

3.  All  exhibits  must  be  in  place  not  later  than  ten  o'clock  A  M 
Monday,  August  22nd. 

4.  All  exhibits  should  be  shipped  to  the  General  Manager  of  the 
State  Fair  and  should  be  plainly  marked  as  follows :

THE  AWARDS. 

The  first  award  will  be  made  to  the  county  superintendent  of 
schools  or  to  the  one  designated  by  him  to  make  the  exhibit ;  he  will 
distribute  it  to  the  several  schools  according  to  the  merits  of  their 
contribution  to  the  exhibit. 

The  second,  third  and  fourth  awards  will  be  made  to  the  superin- 
tendent of  the  system  of  schools,  to  be  distributed  by  him  according 
to  the  merits  of  the  contribution  of  the  different  schools  or  rooms. 

The  fifth,  sixth,  seventh,  eighth,  ninth  and  tenth  awards  will  be 
made  to  the  schools  making  the  display. 

The  eleventh  award,  or  Grand  Prize  will  be  given  to  the  best 
general  display  of  work  including  five  or  more  of  the  seven  groups. 
The  largest  number  of  groups  included  in  a  display  will  be  an  im- 
portant consideration  in  determining  the  award  of  the  Grand  Prize. 

Pennants:  A  pennant  will  be  awarded  to  every  school  making- 
a  meritorious  contribution  to  an  exhibit.  The  superintendent  sending 
in  the  exhibit  should  mark  the  articles  belonging  to  each  such  school 
and  make  a  list  of  the  schools  and  their  exhibits  and  enclose  it  with 
the  exhibit. 
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HIGHER  INSTITUTIONS  OF  LEARNING. 

Although  no  premiums  will  be  awarded  to  this  class  of  institvi- 
tions,  the  normal  schools,  colleges,  universities  and  special  and  tech- 
nical schools  of  Illinois  are  invited  to  make  exhibits.  Suitable  space 
will  be  assigned  upon  application  and  every  effort  will  be  made  to  assist 
representatives  of  such  institutions  in  the  arrangement  of  their  display.
